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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment filed August 2, 2007, has been entered. Claims 1, 3-5, 10, 43-47, 
and 51 have been amended. Claims 9, 1 1, and 15-41 have been cancelled, while new claims 54- 
63 have been added. Thus, the pending claims are 1-8, 10, 12-14, and 42-63. 

2. Said amendment is sufficient to withdraw the 112 rejections set forth in sections 6, 8, 9, 
and 1 1 of the last Office Action (Non-Final Rejection mailed 02/20/07). Additionally, said 
amendment is sufficient to overcome the prior art rejections based upon Landler (US 4,418,106) 
and Mahn (US 5,338,603) as set forth in sections 12-17 of the last Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

5. Claims 4 and 5 stand indefinite for the reasons set forth in section 7 of the last Office 
Action. To reiterate, the claims are indefinite because if the product recited in parent claim 1 is 
"not adhered to a substrate," then any claim dependent therefrom which limits the product to 
being adhered to a substrate is inconsistent with the parent claim. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-3, 6-8, 10, 12-14, and 42-63 are allowed for the reasons set forth in section 19 
of the last Office Action.
